A SAD DUTY,

Corporal Patterson Writes of 


the Death of Dan Dodge. 


Was Shamefully Neglected and Col. 


Coit Will Investigate the Case. 


Barry and Frank Alger Will Shine 


from Pages of Harper's Weekly. 


Their Pictures Having Been Secured 


in the Act of Raising "Old Glory" 


Over Guyama-Company News. 


Outside Guayama, Aug. 12.—It 


has now become my sad duty to write 
of the first death in Co. H. 
Ooe of 


our most loved boys is gone, never to 
be seen again by mortal eyes. This one 
—Dan Dodge—was but little past 
age, and a truer, better-liked young 
man 
could 
not ;be found. "While 


crossing the Atlantic he was taken 
sick, and when he went to the hos- 
pital his case was passed off as one of 
sea-sickness. 
He suffered patiently 


and none of the boys guessed how sick 
their r.omracle was! 
When we went 


ashore at Arroyo Dan was so weak 
that he had to be taken off the ship 
by means of a rope fastened around 
his waist. 
Immediately on landing 


he was taken to the hospital, wiiere 
he was laid on the floor. A doctor 
looked at him lying there every m )rn- 
ing, and that was about all the care 
he gob. 
While the company was at 


Arroyo they did little things to ease 
his sufferings', but that time was to 
end. 
The treatment he was given 


was fearful after we left. Wednesday, 
August llth, be died and tbe com- 
pany was not even notified. 
It hap- 


pened Thursday that one of our boys, 
Cuas. Whitman, was down town (at 
Arroyo) on a detail, and,-passing the 
cemetery, was told that a Fourth 
Ohio man was dead..- He went inside 
and saw poor Dan' Dodge lying there 
wrapped in his blanket. His remains 
were buried soon after, with no cere- 
monies. 
Our chaplain sat in a Guay- 


ama drug store and smoked while the 
chaplain of'the Third Illinois buried 
a Fourth Ohio man. Take Dan as a 
friend, as a soldier and as a man, he 
was true, faithful and dutiful, and 
his sad death will long be remem- 
bered by-the boys of Co. H. Col. Coit 
has taken the case up and will de- 
mand an investigation of the hospital 
authorities. 


Among the other sick, Fred Arm- 


strong and Dave Johnson were sent 
to the states today and the others 
will soon be well. 


The company is now doing out-post 


duty about two miles north of Guay- 
ama. 
W 
7e are stationed farthest out 


and our work is of the utmost im- 
portance. 
The' boys do their duty 


well and are being praised for their 
work by their superior officers. 


We expect to advance in a very few 


hours and some sharp fighting is an- 
ticipated. 


Lieutenant Updike, of Co. E, has 


been detailed to command Co. H, Col. 
Coit deeming this the wisest course. 
Lieutenant Updike is a cool and ex- 
peditious officer and is liked so far bv 
the boys. He is gaining in popularity 
every "day and I he surely deserves it. 
He tries to make things easy for his 
men and is always on the lookout for 
them. 
He is from Washington C. H. 


So far the boys or Co. H have not 


been easily scared. Only a few have 
been in the leastwise excited. When 
they are appointed for a duty they do 
it, and they do it right. They never 
think of the danger until the duty is 
done. 


Last night one of the boys on out- 


post duty imagined that the Span- 
iards were surrounding him. He saw 
the Spanish 'signal lights and then 
saw the fire-bugs flying all around 
him. 
He took these also for men 


signaling and was scared amost sense- 
less. He fired one. shot at his own 
shadow and then began a bombard- 
ment. He was aiming at one of his 
own 'sentinels, when his gun was 
knocked to one side by the corporal of 
the guard. The Lord only knows 
what he would have done if he had 
had another hour to stand. 
Such 


cases are not frequent, however, and 
in most cases the boys are brave. 


As yet the boys have not seen many 


Spaniards. 
Some of them have gone 


out on long scouts and have' been 
within range of the Spanish pickets. 
These are all so ^far seen by any of 
our boys. 
We expect, 
however, to 


see them in large numbers soon. 


Lew Cole ran across several braces 


of exploded Mauser ^shells today and 
one loaded one. The brace is some- 
thing like that used in the Lee rifle 
used in the United States navy. The 
Mauser bullet is smaller than ours 
and is sharper at the end. It is a 
283-caliber. These shells were prob- 
ably fired in the first day's battle. 


The boys had a little excitement at 


Gnayama Tuesday night. A house 
standing opposite our barracks looked 
suspicions and during the day the oc- 
cupants acted strangely. It was de- 
cided to search the house, and in 
doing so several natives and a Span- 
ish officer and six wounded men were 
found. A guard was placed over the 
house and a close watch was kept on 
its occupants. 


W. D. McM'inigle arrived here with 


the mules which landed at Ponce re- 
cently. 
He started from 
Chicka- 


mauga about ten day^.before we did. 


A picture of Sergeant McDonald 


and Barry and Frank Alger will ap- 


pear in the next issue^ of Harper's 
Weekly. The boys were in the act of 
raising "Old Qlory" over the mayoi's 
office in Guayama, and the picture 
was taken by the Harper's Weekly 
correspondent. So the pictures 'of 
two brave Portsmouth boys will be- 
come familiar to the outside world. 


Corporal Charley Keed, in discuss- 


ing the situation, says he thinks he 
will run, but he'll be hanged if he's 
going to, so there! If all the boys 
were as cool as "Reedy," we would 
have an invincible company. 


Our boys have been foraging a 


great deal since they have been on 
the out-posts. Today they brought 
in a young steer, two lambs and lots 
of fruit. 
Maybe we didn't eat today. 


This country abounds in large oxen. 


A.11 the cattle weigh frcrn 1,500 to 
2,000 pounds and can pull any kind of 
a load. It is just the contrary with 
their horses. They are little^under- 
size things, as small as our ponies, 
but their endurance is something 
more than wonderful. 
One of them 


loaded with a man, five children and 
three or four hundred pounds of 
freight is a common sight, on the 
roads or in the city. 
When tlie 


United States 
cavalry 
came 
in 


mounted on their large steeds the na- 
tives crowded around and looked at 
them as being wonderful animals. 
They 
could not understand such 


sights. 


The boys 
are elated over 
the 


iiimored peace negotiations, and if 
they are true they expect to be home 
by Thanksgiving.* A chance will be 
given those who want to go home 
when the war is over, and most of Co. 
H will go as sosn as possible after 
that. 


Except those mentioned as sick, all 


the boys are well and in good health, 
asls your correspondent.
